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S$?  Now  that  the  brightness  of  V-E  Day  has 
broken  through  the  overcast,  it  is  permissible  to 
reopen,  if  only  for  a  day,  the  Temple  of  Janus 
and  to  look  backward  and  forward. 

With  the  outbreak  of  war  came  the  hurried 
preparation  of  student  for  military  service 
though  the  Reserve  Programs  and  the  intro- 
duction of  a  war-time  schedule.  Six  months 
later  the  campus  was  militarized  for  the  ASTP. 
Another  ten  months  and  the  Army  program 
was  history  and  the  student  body  had  dropped 
almost  eighty-five  percent.  Then  commenced 
the  reorganization  of  schedules,  courses,  fac- 
ulty and  the  troubled  financing  of  a  wartime 
college.  Through  the  enduring  patience  of  the 
remaining  faculty  members  and  the  generous 
support  of  the  Alumni  and  friends,  the  educa- 
tional structure  of  the  college  and  the  schools 
had  been  maintained  essentially  unimpaired. 
It  would  be  a  blessed  thing,  if  we  sit  back 
mow  and  rest.  But  the  tasks  that  lie  ahead  are 
'no  less  arduous  and  no  less  imperative  than 
those  which  have  been  completed.  We  must 
reorder  all  that  has  been  thrown  out  of  joint. 
The  widely  scattered  faculties,  almost  forty 
percent  reduced,  must  be  reassembled.  Sched- 
ules and  curricula  must  be  rebuilt  in  the  light 
of  our  war  experience  and  the  outlines  of  the 
coming  world  order.  The  complicated  task  of 
educating    the    returning    veterans    —   compli-

cated  but  joyful,  too  —  must  be  adjusted  to 
the  pattern  of  a  peacetime  college. 

No  less  insistent,  even  at  the  present  mo- 
ment, is  the  need  of  inaugurating  a  plan  for 
the  postwar  development  of  the  College.  In  the 
near  future  I  hope  to  bring  before  the  Alumni 
the  ideal  panorama  of  the  College  as  it  could 
be  twenty-five  years  hence.  But  to  actuate  these 
plans  we  shall  need  the  alert  and  constant  as- 
sistance of  all  of  you.  We  shall  call  upon  you 
to  cooperate  with  the  faculty  in  a  wide  variety 
of  activities.  We  shall  have  to  call  upon  you, 
also,  for  financial  cooperation. 

For  the  present  I  am  asking  the  Alumni  to 
continue  their  loyal  interest  in  the  War  Fund. 
We  shall  need  funds  for  the  restoration  of  the 
faculty,  which  cannot  wait  on  the  return  of  a 
normal  student  body.  We  shall  need  funds  to 
provide  for  maintenance,  deferred  during  these 
years.  We  shall  need  funds  to  widen  our  post- 
war orbit. 

Each  year  every  Alumnus  makes  some  dona- 
tion to  charity.  The  tax  laws  encourage  us  to 
do  this.  Let  your  College  be  on  your  permanent 
charity  list.  If  the  College  were  to  receive  even 
a  small  annual  contribution  from  each  alumnus, 
it  could,  without  delay  enter  upon  its  building 
program.  Within  a  few  weeks  you  will  receive 
a  formal  request  for  donations.  I  am  confident 
of  your  answer.

THE   HEIGHTS 

Twenty-five  years  ago  the  College  publicc 
tion,  the  Heights,  came  into  existence  throug 
the  initiative  of  the  members  of  the  Class  c 
1920.  Previous  to  that  time,  the  only  publicc 
tion  was  the  Stylus.  Since  its  beginning,  th 
Heights  has  been  published  weekly  for  the  sti 
dent  body.  Because  of  conditions  due  to  th 
war  the  last  three  years,  even  the  editors  wor 
dered  whether  it  could  be  published  with  ar 
regularity. 

The  1920  Sub-Turri  states:

In  its  ever-modest  manner, 
outlined  its  aim  and  policy  in  ,its  firs,t  numbe 
The  Heights  'expected  to  be  the  soldering  ire 
that  will  weld  us  together,  link  for  link,  in  sue 
a  powerful  chain  of  Spirit  that  a  bigger  ar 
better  Boston  College  would  be  the  result.' 
sought,  therefore,  to  instill  College  Spirit; 
has  accomplished  its  end.  From  its  modest  b 
ginning  as  a  four-page  weekly,  it  has  risen  nc 
to  a  six-page  edition,  each  page  now  beir 
three  times  the  size  of  the  original  sheet.

*>  Most  Reverend  Louis  F.  Kelleher,  D.D., 
910,  was  appointed  in  May  by  the  Pope  as 
"itular  Bishop  of  Thene  and  Auxiliary  to  Arch- 
bishop Cushing,  1917.  He  will  be  consecrated 
iishop  on  June  8  at  the  Cathedral  by  Arch- 
bishop Cushing,  assisted  by  Bishop  Charles 
I  Buddy  of  San  Diego  and  Bishop  Edward  F. 
!yan,  1901,  of  Burlington,  Vermont.  Arch- 
bishop Francis  J.  Spellman  of  New  York  will 
■reach  the  sermon. 

Bishop  Kelleher  is  the  sixth  Auxiliary  Bishop 
o  be  appointed  to  the  Boston  diocese.  Two  of 
lis  predecessors  were  Alumni,  the  late  Bishop 
oseph  C.  Anderson,  1 887,  and  the  present 
\rchbishop. 

After  graduation  from  the  College  he  stud- 
sd  for  the  priesthood  in  Rome  where  he  was 
irdained  April  3,  1915,  by  His  Eminence,  Ba- 
ilio  Cardinal  Pompilj,  Vicar  of  His  Holiness, 
ienedict  XV.  Returning  to  this  country  he 
erved  as  curate  at  the  Blessed  Sacrament 
'hurch  in  Quincy,  and  St.  Thomas  Aquinas' 
-hurch,  Jamaica  Plain,  until  he  was  appointed 

0  the  faculty  of  St.  John's  Seminary  as  pro- 
essor  of  Dogmatic  Theology.  Seventeen  years' 
ater  in  1935  he  was  made  Pastor  of  St.  John's 
3hurch,  Canton.  In  1940  he  became  Pastor 
>f  St.  Catherine's  Church,  Somerville,  where  he 
vill  continue  to  remain. 

At  College  Bishop  Kelleher  excelled  as  a 
;tudent  and  an  orator.      He   was  valedictorian 

1  his  class,  choosing  as  his  topic,  "The  Cath- 
olic  College   and   Social   Works."      The   Stylus 
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(April,  1910)  states  'in  a  review  of  the  debate 
between  B.  C.  and  Georgetown  that  "Mr.  Kel- 
leher, the  last  man  for  Boston  quickly  walked 
to  the  front  of  the  stage,  clear-headed,  earn- 
est, convincing,  vibrating  with  humanity,  he 
carried  his  great  audience  with  him  from  the 
first  sentence  to  the  last." 

The  Stylus  reveals  he  was  the  Alumni  Editor 
of  it  in  his  senior  year.  The  January,  1908, 
issue,  has  a  speech  delivered  by  him  at  a  Mass 
Meeting.  The  Alumni  of  that  period  will  re- 
member this  meeting  was  held  for  the  pur- 
pose of  beginning  the  drive  to  collect  funds  for 
the  erection  of  the  Administration  Building.  In 
addition  to  acting  as  Alumni  Editor,  Bishop 
Kelleher  contributed  prose  and  poetry  to  the 
Stylus. 

Within  the  past  year  Boston  College  has 
been  honored  three  times.  In  addition  to  the 
consecration  of  Bishop  Kelleher  this  month, 
Most  Rev.  Richard  J.  Cushing  became  Arch- 
bishop of  Boston  last  November,  and  Most  Rev. 
Edward  F.  Ryan  became  Bishop  of  Burlington, 
Vermont.

An  Open  Letter  to  Lieutenant    (jg)    Glen- 
non: 

We,  the  Catholic  members  of  the  U.S.S. 
Pittsburgh,  are  indeed  indebted  to  you  for 
the  exhilarating  and  splendid  manner  in 
which  you  conduct  the  Catholic  services. 

At  each  service  you  appear  before  the 
assembly  clean  shaved,  dignified,  and 
sincere  in  your  endeavor  to  convey  the 
message  of  the  gospel;  the  inspiring  in- 
terpretations are  within  the  scope  of 
everyone;  your  every  gesture  is  one  of 
confidence  as  you  address  the  assembly.

SAN  FRANCISCO  CONFERENCE 


By   FRANCIS  E.   LOW,   S.J 


y^>  Since  this  article  is  dated  May  the  fourth, 
and  the  United  Nations'  Conference  is  still  in 
a  preliminary  stage,  it  is  too  early  to  appraise 
properly  its  final  results.  However,  certain 
trends  and  features  already  observed,  leave  the 
impression  that,  while  some  lasting  good  may 
come  from  the  deliberations  of  so  representa- 
tive  a  group  of  statesmen,  there  is  little  hope 
that  the  San  Francisco  meetings  will  establish 
any  solid  or  enduring  basis  for  world  peace  in 
our  time.  The  difficulties  of  such  a  meeting 
under  present  conditions,  are  almost  insuper- 
able. 

The  most  important  and  puzzling  question 
of  the  whole  Conference  seems  to  have  escaped 
discussion,  namely,  its  own  restricted  character 
and  strangely  limited  purpose.  We  were  warned 
in  advance  not  to  expect  too  much.  Its  nega- 
tive phases  were  emphasized.  It  was  not  to 
be  a  peace  conference,  nor  a  review  of  rep- 
aration terms,  nor  a  settlement  of  boundary 
disputes,  nor  an  arbiter  of  territorial  changes 
or  unilateral  agreements.  The  question  "why 
not"  to  all  of  these  negations  seems  pertinent. 
Why  should  the  delegates  of  the  forty-six  in- 
vited nations  have  less  power  to  discuss  and 
decide  such  urgent  major  issues,  than  three 
men  representing  only  three  Major  Powers, 
meeting  in  secrecy  at  Teheran  or  Yalta?  Why 
should  the  decisions  of  the  latter  not  be  re- 
vealed and  reviewed  in  open  discussion,  and, 
if  necessary,  corrected  or  repudiated? 

It  seems  futile  to  make  plans  to  prevent  or 
oppose  future  aggression  or  injustice  on  the 
part  of  some  nation  five  or  ten  years  hence, 
and  take  no  measures  to  prevent  gross  viola- 
tions of  both  as  they  exist  at  present. 

For  instance.  The  course  and  progress  of 
Soviet  aggression  and  injustice  in  Europe  is  a 
real  threat  to  present  and  future  world  peace 
and  security.  The  forced  incorporation  of  the 
helpless  Baltic  nations  by  the  U.S.S.R.,  the 
Soviet  intigue  and  puppet  governments  estab- 
lished in  several  of  the  Balkan  countries,  the 
violation  of  Polish  rights  and  independence  in 
spite  of  solemn  pledges  made  by  Stalin,  are  all 
extremely  vital  and  vexing  problems  which  ore 
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opposed  to  the  principles  of  the  Atlantic  Char 
ter.  None  of  these  is  formally  subject  to  dis 
cussion  in  the  present  meetings.  Recently,  witr 
the  Conference  in  session,  Stalin  has  setup 
unilaterally,  a  provisional  government  in  lib] 
erated  Austria  and  concluded  a  unilaterc 
twenty-year  friendship  agreement  with  his  owi 
puppet  government  in  Warsaw. 

The   longer  we  delay  action  on  these  majoj 
issues,   the   more  difficult   it  will   be  to  adjus) 
them  equitably.  Failure  to  do  so  will  inevitabl 
result  in  another  war.  Time  will  only  serve  t 
help    Stalin    consolidate    his    ill-gotten    gain; 
Meanwhile  millions  of  patriotic  men  and  wome 
in  Europe  are  living  in  actual  or  virtual  slaver 
under  the  malign  aegis  of  the  hammer  and  th 
sickle.     Thus  far  Molotov's  strategy  has  bees 
highly  successful   in  spite  of  some  unimportari 
minor  set-backs.  This  strategy  was  first  to  di:l 
credit   and    minimize   the   present  Conference.' 
then  to  make  sure  that  it  would  take  no  drasti,' 
measures    to   stop   the    onward    march    of    th" 
Soviet   forces   in   Europe  and  elsewhere.    Up  t 
date  nothing  has  occurred  in  San  Francisco  tl 
cause   Stalin   or  Molotov  any  real    concern. 

It  may  be  too  much  to  hope  that  the  Uniteli 
Nations'  Conference  will  insure  any  Utopia 
future  for  a  war-torn  world.  But  there  are  som 
vaguely  hopeful  signs.  A  few  rays  of  I ighl 
penetrate  the  dark  shadows  that  brood  ovel 
California's  conference  halls.  The  numeroL 
defects  and  errors  of  former  conferences,  Tel 
heran,  Dumbarton  Oaks  and  Yalta,  have  bee 
brought  into  clearer  focus  and  more  widely  di: 
cussed  in  the  press  and  by  the  American  public1 
Mr.  Truman  and  the  United  States  delegate 
have  insisted  that  International  Justice  becom 
*the  cornerstone  in  the  plans  for  world  security 
and  that  the  basic  principles  of  the  Atlanti. 
Charter  should  be  honored  and  observed  b 
all  the  nations.  Commander  Stassen  recentl 
proposed  nine  practical  amendments  to  th 
Dumbarton  Charter,  all  of  them  practical  an 
necessary.  They  must  be  adopted  and  applie 
universally  if  future  peace  and  present  injustic 
are  to  be  faced  realistically.
